The  Committee  on  the  Seventh  Division,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  communication  from  the  City  Council,  Dec.  31,  1888,  and  the 
accompanying  petition  relating  to  school  accommodations  in  the 
George  Putnam  District,  report  that  in  November,  1887,  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  this  committee,  an  order  was  passed  by  the  Board 
requesting  the  City  Council  to  provide  additional  Primary- School 
accommodations  in  the  Lowell  District.  In  January,  1888,  the  City 
Council  were  requested  to  provide  temporary  Primary-Scliool  ac- 
commodations in  that  district.  In  February,  1888,  your  comraitteee 
were  invited  to  meet  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  School  Houses  of 
the  City  Council  at  the  Lowell  School.  Your  committee  were  at  the 
appointed  place  at  the  appointed  time,  but  the  committee  of  the  City 
Council  did  not  appear.    Another  appointment  was  made  at  City  Hall, 
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and  youi"  committee  were  again  disappointed  in  not  meeting  the  com- 
mittee of  tlie  City   Council.     In  April,   1888,  this   Board  again  re- 
quested the  City  Council  to  provide  temporary  school   accommoda- 
tions in  the  Lowell  District.     At  this  time   the  pressing  needs  for 
additional  school   accommodations  in  the  adjacent  George  Putnam 
District  demanded  attention.     Several  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Schools  and  School  Houses  of  the  City  Council  were  seen  individually, ' 
and  their  aid  solicited  to  relieve  the  demand  for  increased  school 
accommodations  in  these  districts.     All  admitted  the  justice  of  the 
requests  and  the  necessity  for  relief,  but  said  there  was  no  money  for 
the  purpose.     The  subject  was  referred  to  the   Superintendent  of 
Public    Buildings,    who   reported    that    the    accommodations    were 
needed,  but  there  was  no  money.     Your  committee  then  applied  to 
the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City  Council,  and 
placed  before  them  the  demands  in  the  two  districts  above  mentioned, 
and  received  from  them  the  assurance  that  they  would  recommend 
the   appropriation  of  the  necessary  amount  to  provide   the  needed 
accommodations.     No   money  has  yet  been   appropriated.    .  In  Sep- 
tember, 1888,  the  City  Council  were  requested  to  provide  additional 
school  accommodations  for  two  primary  classes.     Again,  in  October, 
another  request  was  transmitted  to   the  City  Council  for  additional 
Primary- School  accommodations  in  the  Lowell  District.     In  Novem- 
ber  the   demands  had  so  increased  that  the    City  Council  were  re- 
quested to  erect  an  eight-room  Primary  School-house  in  the  Lowell 
District.     In  the   same  month  (November)   the   City  Council  were 
requested    to  provide    temporary   accommodations    in    the    George 
Putnam  District.     A  petition  was  prepared   and   signed   by  the  peo- 
ple of  that  section    for   additional    school   accommodations    in    the 
George  Putnam  District.     This  petition  was  signed  by  the  Committee 
on  the  Seventh  Division,  by  its  chairman,  and  by  him  presented  to 
the  City  Council.     This  petition  is  now  referred  to  this  Board  with  the 
communication  from  the  City  Council. 

Your  committee  can  add  nothing  to  their  previous  earnest  appeals 
for  the  relief  of  these  districts.  There  are  200  children  in  the  Lowell 
District  who  are  attending  the  schools  on  half  time.  There  are  60 
children   in   the   George    Putnam  District  who    are   without   school  • 

accommodations,  and  the  number  is  rapidly  increasing. 

Your  committee  can  only  urge  again  that  the  special  attention  of 
the  City  Council  be  called  to  the  necessity  of  providing  school  ac- 
commodations in  these  districts.  They  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  orders  :  —

The  estimated  amount  required  for  salaries  of  instructors  the 
coming  year  is  $1,331,540.  Of  tliis  amount  §25,488  is  requested  for 
teachers  in  the  Kindergartens,  which  expense  was  included  last  year 
in  a  separate  appropriation.  Deducting  this  item,  it  leaves  $1,306,052, 
the  proper  amount  for  comparison  with  previous  years  as  regards 
salaries  of  instructors.

Showing  an  increase  for  the  present  year,  as  compared  with  1887-88, 
of  $34,991.85. 

The  estimate  requested  for  the  coming  year  will,  if  granted,  per- 
mit of  an  increase  over  the  estimated  expense  the  present  year  of 
$32,475.78.  More  than  40  per  cent,  of  this  increase  will  probably  be 
needed  for  the  High  Schools,  on  account  of  the  increasing  number  of 
pupils  in  that  grade. 

The  amount  required  for  salaries  of  officers  —  . $58, 306  —  is  just  the 
amount  paid  to  the  persons  now  employed,  with  tlie  exception  of 
$120,  estimated  as  needed  for  additional  messenger-service. 

It  is  estimated  that  $102,000  will  be  required  to  pay  salaries  of 
janitors.  The  cost,  tlie  present  year,  ■will  be  about  .$99.800 ;  and  the 
$2,700  increase  will  be  needed  for'  the.  care  of  new  buildings  to  be 
acquired,  and  for  increased  accommodations  in  other  buildings. 

The  item  of  fuel,  gas,  and  water  is  self-explanatory.  The  only 
uncertainty  is  the  price  of  coal;  but  the  estimated  price,  $5.60  per 
ton,  is  about  the  average  cost  for  the  present  year. 

The  amount  requested  under  the  head  of  supplies  and  incidentals 
is  $95,600.  Of  this  amount,  $8,000' is  estimafed  for  salaries,  as  fol- 
lows :  extra  clerical  labor  required  on  pupils'  work,  certificates  by 
superintendent,  census-takers,  tuners  of  pianos,  and  work  of  deliver- 
ing supplies,  leaving  $87,600.  Of  this  amount,  .$59,000,  or  about  93 
cents  per  pupil,  is  estimated  as  the  cost  for  furnishing  pupils  with 
books  and  supplies  under  the  free  text-book  law  ;  .$2,500  is  asked  for 
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the  removal  of  snow  from  a  portion  of  the  schoolyards, — work 
formerly  done  by  the  Superintendent  of  Health  ;  and  the  balance, 
$26,100,  will  be  needed  to  pay  the  expenses  of  printing,  the  annual 
festival,  supplies  for  manual- training  scliools,  kindergartens,  and 
janitors  ;  also  permanent  material  in  the  way  of  maps  and  globes, 
and  the  many  miscellaneous  items  necessary  to  carry  on  the  several 
grades  of  schools. 

The  School  Committee  have  placed  the  estimates  required  by  them 
under  five  heads,  and  respectfully  request  that  they  be  so  granted. 
By  this  arrangement  the  uses  for  the  money  granted  will  be  better 
understood  than  if  the  total  sum  requested  were  allowed  under  a 
smaller  number  of  heads. 

The  committee  having  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  estimates 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  requested  for  every  item  is 
needed,  and  should  be  granted. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  resjjectfully  request  that  the  Auditor 
of  Accounts  may  be  authorized  to  transfer  unexpended  balances 
from  any  one  of  the  appropriations  named  to  any  other  appropria- 
tion.

that  notice  of  such  intended  change  must  have  been 
given  at  a  previous  meeting.  In  view  of  the  require- 
ments of  this  law,  and  that  this  Board  has  never,  to  our 
knowledge,  been  asked  by  the  Text-Book  Committee  to 
make  any  change,  either  by  addition  or  substitution,  in 
the  school-books  used  in  our  public  schools,  by  hasty  or 
inconsiderate  action,  it  does  not  seem  to  your  committee 
that  there  is  any  legislation  called  for  in  this  matter. 
Besides,  the  passage  of  the  order  proposed  would  not 
be  very  creditable  to  the  sense  or  judgment  of  the 
Board.  The  order  expressly  prohibits  any  change  or 
substitution  in  the  matter  of  text-books,  until  the  Text- 
Book  Committee  shall  have  forwarded,  or  caused  to  be 
forwarded,  for  examination  to  each  member  of  the  Board, 
the  Superintendent,  and  Supervisors,  a  copy  of  the 
book  proposed  to  be  added.  But  the  Text-Book  Com- 
mittee have  no  authority  of  law,  or  even  of  custom,  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  order. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  some  text-books  are 
required  in  very  limited  numbers,  as,  for  example, 
"  Heine's  Die  Harzreise,"  of  which  only  thirty  copies 
have  been  purchased  ;  "  Schiller's  Prose,"  of  which  only 
forty  copies  have  been  purchased  ;  "  La  Mere  de  la  Mar- 
quise," only  sixty  copies  ;  "  La  Fontaine's  Fables,"  only 
fifty-seven  copies  ;  "  Bulfinch's  Age  of  Fable,"  only  forty 
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copies,  the  cost  of  this  last-named  book  being  one  dollar 
and  a  half  a  copy,  —  it  would  seem  to  your  committee  not 
only  unreasonable  and  exti'avagant,  but  highly  reprehensi- 
ble, to  require  that  thirty-one  copies  of  each  of  these  books 
should  be  supplied  to  the  members  of  this  Board,  the 
Superintendent,  and  Board  of  Supervisors. 

'  Again,  not  all  the  members  of  the  Board  understand 
Greek  or  German.  To  require,  therefore,  that  books  in 
those  lano-uao-es  should  be  furnished  to  members  who  do 
not  understand  them,  who  could  not  examine  them  with 
iiny  degree  of  intelligence,  would  subserve  no  public 
-interest,   or   be  a  benefit   at  all   equal   to  the    expense. 

For  these  reasons  your  committee  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass.

The  Parish  respectfully  suggests  that  the  play-grouiid  be  enclosed 
at  the  northerly  end  of  the  HarN-^ard  School-house,  on  Harvard  street, 
or  on  land  of  the  estate  of  the  late  William  Hiird,  now  vacant.  The 
Parish  also  asks  that  no  encroachment  whatever  be  made  on  the 
open  spaces  now  around  its  enclosure,  recalling  while  it  does  so  the 
tenure  by  which  it  holds  its  lands.  Until  the  town  was  rebuilt,  after 
its  destruction  by  tlie  British,  tiie  First  Cimrch  held  and  occupied  a 
site  that  was  taken  by  the  town  authorities  and  noadc  a  part  of  the 
present  City  square.

Minority  report.  ^,^^  Wiuship  Submitted  a  minority  report,  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

I  regret  that  I  am  obliged  to  submit  a  minority  report.  I  do  it 
from  a  strong  sense  of  duty,  and  I  pray  you  to  bear  witli  me  if  I, 
in  order  to  have  the  members  understand  my  position,  utter  expres- 
sions that  may  seem  irrelevant. 

We,  as  a  Board,  have  thus  far  been  harmonious  in  our  greetings 
and  meetings.  The  death  of  Gerald  Griffin  seemed  to  bind  us  more 
closely  together,  and  I  hope  that  nothing  may  lessen  the  fraternal 
spirit  that  now  exists. 

I  will  now  give  briefly  my  knowledge  of  the  present  question 
which  has  been  my  only  unpleasant  experience  as  a  member  of  this 
Board. 

Soon  after  I  was  installed  a  member  Mr.  Wormelle  called  upon 
me,  and  said  that  the  committee  expected  him  to  sign  young  Lee's 
diploma. , 

"  Why  do  you  refuse?."  I  asked. 

"Because  he  ha§  not  passed  the  required  percentage." 

I  then  said,  "  Do  not  raise  an  issue  now ;  let  us  have  peace.  Your 
signature  is  simply  clerical." 

"  But,"  he  added,  "  the  diploma  states  that  he  has  honorably  com- 
pleted the  regular  course  of  instruction.  Young  Lee  has  not  done 
this;  in  fact,  he  is  far  below  a  scholar  who,  the  preceding  year,  was 
not  granted  a  diploma." 

I  replied,  "  If  what  you  say  is  strictly  true,  I  must  say  to  you,  as  a 
friend  and  neighbor,  that  were  I  in  your  place  I  would  never  sign  the 
diploma." 

The  only  advice  1  have  given  Mr.  Wormelle, was  relative  to  his 
appearing  before  the  Committee  on  High  Schools  auout  another  son 
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of  Mr.  Lee,  when  I  urged  liini  to  simjjly  state  the  facts,  and  leave 
the  qiiestinri  to  the  committee.  •  He,  however,  showed  himself  too 
forcibly  in  earnest  in  sustaining  his  idea  of  right.  Mr.  Wormelle  is 
an  honorable  man,  ;uul  his  excessive  enthusiasm  was  excited  in  de- 
fence of  his  honor.  I  have  known  him  lor  many  years.  He  is  a  very 
good  teacher.  The  deportment  of  his  school  has  always  been  good, 
and  he  is  possessed  with  all  the  knowledge  necessary  for  his  position. 

The  petition  asking  for  a  hearing  I  liad  nothing  to  do  with,  and  do 
not  fully  approve,  nor  did  I  see  it  until  it  was  conii)lete(l  and  presented 
to  me.  It  is  signed  by  the  leading  citizens  of  Ward  25,  and  is  entitled 
to  grave  consideration. 

The  question  has  arisen  as  to  there  being  political  feeling  back  of 
this  aifair.  Of  this  I  know  nothing.  I  avoid,  if  possible,  all  reli- 
gious and  j)olitical  questions  in  educational  matters. 

Now  the  Committee  on  Examinations  has  reported  adversely  to  my 
views. 

I  contend  that  the  whole  question  is  centred  in  the  diploma.  I  do 
not  care  to  question  the  action  of  the  committee  in  granting  the 
diploma,  but  I  cannot  agree  with  my  associates  that  Mr.  Wormelle 
does  not  stultify  himself  by  signing  under  the  words  "Arts  honorably 
completed  the  regular  course  of  instruction."  It  is  a  fact,  verified 
by  the  principal  and  his  two  assistants,  that  young  Lee  has  not  honor- 
ably completed  the  regular  course  of  instruction.  The  scholars  of 
the  school  and  citizens  know  it,  and  now  to  accept  the  report  of  the 
majority  of  the  committee  without  further  action  by  the  Board,  thus 
requiring  the  signature  of  Mr.  Wormelle  to  the  diploma,  is,  in  my 
estimation,  an  insult  to  the  citizens,  and,  moreover,  will  have  a  demor- 
alizing effect  upon  the  scholars,  and  establish  a  precedent  which  will 
be  a  dishonor  to  the  citj'.  I  even  go  farther  than  this,  and  add  that 
it  is  a  wrong  done  to  3'Oung  Lee,  Avhich  should  not  be  countenanced. 

I  am  thus  emphatic  in  my  language  because  it  was  stated  in  my 
presence  that  thirteen  members  of  the  Board  will  accept  the  report 
of  the  committee,  which  is  akin  to  a  withdrawal  of  the  petition.  I 
expect  a  greater  number  will  oppose  me  in  this ;  still,  even  if  I  am 
alone  in  the  field,  I  cannot  hesitate  to  attempt,  imperfectly  as  I  do, 
to  maintain  and  defend  what  seems  to  me  to  be  the  right. 

I  now  contend  that  the  committee,  or  this  Board,  should  perform 
their  full  duty  in  the  premises. 

I  do  not  wisli  to  charge  the  old  committee  with  wrong-doing,  but 
they  are  considered  in  the  wrong  by  many  citizens,  and  we  should 
do  all  in  our  power  to  properly  defend  the  former;  and  if,  after  a 
full  investigation,  their  action  is  shown  to  be  defensible,  then  we 
shall  have  the  proud  satisfaction   of  sustaining   the    honor   of    the 


o 
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Board;  but  if  it  be  i)rovo(l  thiit  tliL'ir  iiction  is  not  defensible,  we  shall 
be  in  the  condition  to  make  all  necessary  reparation,  and  remove  the 
blot  which  now  seems  to  stain  the  honor  of  our  Board. 

I  respect  and  still  hold  in  high  esteem  those  members  whose 
highly  trained  minds  have  honestly  (to  my  mind)  tortured  the  jihrase 
in  question  into  meaning  something  entirely  different  from  that 
which  t(>  my  simjile  view  it  indicates;  and  their  further  considera- 
tion I  cannot  approve, — tliat  this  sentence  has  no  connection  with  the 
signature  required  from  Mr.  Wormelle,  which  signature  they  sa\'  is 
simply  clerical,  and  only  needed  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of 
the  rules  and  regulations. 

I  am  fully  aware  of  the  autocratic  power  vested  in  this  Board,  and 
that  citizens  may  suffer  from  some  real  or  imaginary  wrong  without 
redress,  except  at  the  ballot-box;  yet  all  this  does  not  excuse 
members  from  fully  examining  and  correcting  wrongs. 

Now,  as  the  Committee  on  Examinations  lias  decided  that  it  is 
beyond  their  province  to  consider  the  action  of  tiie  committee  of  la<t 
y.ear,  I  move  that  a  committee  of  five  ,be  appointed  by  the  Presid.'nt 
to  investigate  and  consider  the  whole  matter  in  question,  and  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

Mr.  Beatley  entered  the  service  of  tlie  city  as  usher  in  the  Latin 
School,  Oct.  22,  1877.  This  position  he  resigned  in  1878,  in  order  to 
spend  a  year  abroad,  in  accordance  with  plans  previously  made. 

Upon  his  return  he  served  as  substitute  in  the  High  Schools  from 
January,  1880,  until  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1880,  he  was  appointed  fourth  assistant  in  the  Roxbury  High 
School.  In  September,  1881,  he  was  appointed  junior-master  in  the 
Latin  School,  on  the  fourth  year  of  his  grade.  At  the  close  of  that 
year  he  relinquished  his  position,  as  agreed,  upon  the  return  of  Mr. 
Emery,  who  had  been  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence.  Mr.  Beatley 
was  then  reappointed  as  assistant  in  the  Roxbury  High  School,  where 
he  served  until  his  appointment  in  the  English  High  School,  in 
November,  1886,  as  junior-master,  on  the  fourth  year  of  his  grade,  he 
having  previously  served  in  that  capacity  and  received  that  salarj'. 
The  proposition  presented  to  this  committee  in  the  order  referred  is 
to  allow  credit  for  five  years'  service  in  the  Roxbury  High  School  as 
assistant.  It  is  claimed  that  the  work  performed  while  in  tlie  posi- 
tion of  assistant  in  the  Roxbury  High  School  would  have  been  the 
same  if  he  had  been  a  junior-master,  but  the  numbers  in  the  school 
did  not  allow  at  that  time  a  junior-master.  Your  committee  feel  that 
this  same  argument  could  as  readily  be  presented  in  many  cases  where 
teachers  are  performing  the  same  duties  in  certain  schools  as  teachers 
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of  higlier  ranks  are  performing  in  other  schools.  The  ranks  of 
teacliers  are  determined  by  tlie  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools,  and 
as  the  number  of  pupils  in  different  schools  is  greater  or  smaller  a 
greater  or  less  number  of  teachers  of  higher  ranks  is  allowed. 

In  tlie  difficult  work  of  properly  adjusting  the  salaries  of  so  many 
teachers,  of  so  many  different  grades,  there  must  be  some  accepted 
bases  for  determining  the  claims  of  individual  teachers  for  increase 
in  salary. 

The  Rules  provide  tliat  upon  the  appointment  of  a  teacher,  the 
Committee  on  Nominations,  upon  tlie  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee in  cliarge,  are  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  proper,  to  recommend 
that  the  teaciier  be  placed  upon  any  salary  of  his  grade  except  the 
maximum.  Upon  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Beatley,  the  committee  in 
charge  recommended  that  he  be  placed  upon  the  fourth  year  of  his 
grade;  the  Committee  on  Nominations  approved  the  proposition,  and 
the  Board  confirmed  this  action.  Your  committee  are  firm  in  the 
opinion  that  the  time  for  determining  the  question  of  advanced  salary 
of  a  teacher,  on  account  of  previous  service,  is  that  provided  for  in 
the  Rules,  when  the  appointment  is  made.  In  this  case  the  commit- 
tee in  charge  evidently  considered  the  matter,  and  decided  upon  the 
fourth  year,  as  reported. 

It  has  been,  we  believe,  the  universal  practice  of  the  Board  to 
place  all  teachers  promoted  to  a  higher  rank  upon  the  minimum 
salary  of  that  rank.  No  credit  has  been  allowed  for  previous  service 
in  lower  ranks  in  this  city.  There  seems  to  be  an  element  of  in- 
justice in  this  course;  but  there  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  only  proper  time  for  determining  the  question  of 
advanced  salary,  whether  for  previous  service  in  or  out  of  the  city,  is 
when  the  appointment  is  made. 

This  practice  of  placing  the  teachers  when  promoted  in  rank 
upon  the  minimum  salary  of  the  higher  rank  having  been  estab- 
lished, and  so  universally  followed,  the  first  exception  to  the  general 
rule  would  undoubtedly  be  cited  by  many  teachers  who  have  been 
promoted,  and  claims  made  for  similar  consideration.  Your  com- 
mittee, while  impressed  with  the  feeling  that  there  is  at  least  an 
apparent  injustice  in  the  arrangement  of  the  schedule  of  salaries, 
and  the  methods  adopted  in  carrying  the  same  into  effect,  are  as 
strongly  convinced  that  no  real  and  permanent  removal  of  the  cause, 
if  any  exists,  for  injustice  can  be  effected  by  action  in  individual 
cases,  and  they  recommend  in  regard  to  the  order  referred  the  fol- 
lowing of  the  usual  custom  in  such  cases. 

The  committee  are  so  strongly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the 
subject  that  they  intend  to  carefully  consider  the  schedule  of  salaries, 
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and  recommend  such  modifications  and  changes  in  the  schedule  as 
will  remove  all  opportunities  for  injustice,  if,  after  deliberation,  they 
find  any  change  is  necessary  or  desirable. 

The  committee  have  preservted  this  lengthy  report  for  the  purpose 
of  explaining  the  case  referred  to  them,  and  of  emphasizing  the  diffi- 
culties they  encounter  in  the  performance  of  tiieir  duty.  They  trust 
that  committees  in  charge  will  very  carefully  consider  all  proposi- 
tions for  the  increase  in  salaries  of  individual  teachers  before  any 
such  proposition  for  advanced  salary  is  presented  to  the  Board.

Your  committee  desire,  in  the  name  of  this  Board, 
and  of  the  public-school  children,  to  express  to  the  Park 
Commissioners  their  appreciation  of  the  though tfulness 
which  suggested  the  setting  apart  of  a  portion  of  this 
beautiful  park,  and  dedicating  it  to  the  use  of  the  chil- 
dren of  our  city. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  dedication  exercises  be  held 
on  Wednesday,  June  12,  at  3  o'clock  P.M.  Althoujjh 
the  committee  would  have  been  pleased,  if  it  were  prac- 
ticable, to  provide  for  the  presence  of  all  the  children 
in  the  public  schools,  they  reluctantly  resigned  what 
appeared  to  them  impossible  with  proper  regard  to  the 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  pupils. 

The  committee  suggests  that  the  public-school  chil- 
dren be  represented  by  the  first  classes  of  the  Grammar 
Schools,  and  by  the  school  regiment.  Arrangements 
will  be  made  for  a  parade  of  the  school  regiment  and  for 
singing  by  the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  management  of  the  West 
End  Railroad,  who  have  shown  their  public  spirit  and 
interest  in  this  matter,  and  have  generously  tendered 
their  assistance,  the  pupils  will  be  transported,  without 
expense  to  the  children  or  city,  to  and  from  the  Park. 

The  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  follow-

It  will  be  rememhered  that  early  in  the  year  this  committee  sub- 
mitted a  carefully  prepared  report  upon  the  subject  of  needed  school 
accommodations.  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have  been  very 
much  interested  and  have  been  kind  enough  to  give  the  subject  con- 
siderable attention.  The  recommendations  made  in  this  report  by 
your  committee  are,  in  a  sense,  their  approval  of  the  decisions  of  the 
committees  of  the  City  Council  in  regard  to  the  sites  and  erection  of 
buildings.  Under  the  present  law  it  now  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
School  Committee  to  assume  the  power  of  locating  and  purchasing 
sites  and  recommending  the  erection  of  school-houses  thereon. 

The  ccmimittee  have  reviewed  their  former  recommendations,  and, 
with  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  in  appro- 
priating the  necessary  sum  for  new  sites  and  school-houses,  submit 
the  following  recommendations  :  — 

1.  That  the  lot  of  lartd  on  Wyman  and  Bowe  streets,  Jamaica 
Plain,  containing  31,577  feet,  at  present  owned  by  Thomas  Gaffleld

But  as    ^.^       „  sc'hool- 
you  are  well  aware  the  appropriation  is  not  sufficient  to  undertake  houses. 
the  work.     The  Commonwealth  has  also  made  a  request,  under  the 
Act  of  1888,  Chap.  149,  for  a  large  amount  for  improved  ventilation 
in  several  school  buildings. 

The  Inspector  of  Buildings  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  also  made 
demands  for  better  egress  in  case  of  panic.  Recognizing  the  neces- 
sity of  all  these  improvements,  I  asked  for  a  sufficient  appropriation 
to  provide  for  the  same ;  but  it  was  not  granted.  Twenty  thousand 
dollars  was  also  deducted  from  the  appropriation  for  the  ordinary 
repairs,  and  all  special  appropriations  were  refused,  which  has  so 
crippled  the  department  that  nothing  but  the  most  urgent  needs  can 
be  met,  unless  the  School  Committee  can  induce  the  City  Council  to 
provide  means  for  doing  work  that  is  absolutely  necessary.  I  shall 
expend  the  means  at  hand,  under  your  instruction,  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage ;  but,  with  the  strictest  economy,  the  appropriation  will  be 
entirely  inadequate. 

As  the  matter  is  one  of  importance,  I  present  it  to  your  Board  for

in  the  Adams  District,  East  Boston,  some  explanation  seems  desira- 
ble. The  necessity  for  a  new  Primary  School  building  in  this  dis- 
trict has  been  recognized  for  a  long  time,  and  one  of  the  first  orders 
that  passed  this  Board  in  January  was  a  request  to  the  City  Council 
for  such  accommodations.  The  lot  at  the  corner  of  Sumner  street 
and  Belmont  square  has  been  the  one  desired  for  years.  On  the 
4th  of  P'ebruary,  the  owner  of  this  corner  lot  wrote  "  that  the  land  is 
not  for  sale  at  present."  A  similar  letter  was  written  at  about  the 
same  time  to  another  party,  intimating  not  only  that  the  land  was 
not  for  sale,  but  if  certain  changes  were  made  in  the  location  of  the 
railroad  tracks  in  that  vicinity,  the  land  would  be  worth  at  least 
$1.10,  and  might  be  worth  $1.25,  per  foot.  It  is  explained  now 
that  the  owner  probably  meant  that  tiie  land  was  not  in  the  market 
at  anything  like  its  valuation;  but  the  committee  had  no  other  in- 
formation than  what  was  written;  viz.,  "that  the  land  was  not  for 
sale."  Inasmuch  as  the  corner  was  not  to  be  had,  and  the  owner 
put  such  a  high  price  upon  it,  the  committee  did  the  next  best  thing; 
namely,  secured  tlie  adjoining  lot.  About  three  weeks  after  this 
lot  was  bonded,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  owner  of  the  corner 
lot,  offering  to  sell  his  lot  of  12,500  feet  for  $12,000,  or  96  cents  per 
foot.  While  the  matter  was  pending  before  the  City  Council,  he 
offered  it  to  a  member  of  the  City  Council  at  90  cents  per  foot,  or 
6  cents  less  than  he  offered  it  to  the  School  Board.

Dear  Sir,  —  I  desire  to  inform  your  Honorable  Board  that  the  ap-  school  build- 

propriations  made  for  raising  and  rdpairs  of  the  Austin  School-house  '"S^- 
and  repairing  the  Hancock  School-house  are  insufficient;  hence  I 
am  unable  to  proceed  with  the  work.  The  appropriation  for  the 
raising  and  repairs  of  the  Austin  School-house  was  $9,000.  The 
lowest  bid  received  would  simply  cover  the  cost  of  raising  the  build- 
ing and  consume  the  entire  amount,  leaving  no  margin  for  the 
heating  apparatus  and  furniture  for  the  building.  My  estimate  for 
these  two  items  would  be  $3,000,  in  addition  to  the  amount  already 
authorized.  In  the  case  of  the  Hancock  School-house,  where  an 
additional  staircase  was  needed,  I  had  supposed  that  an  iron  spiral 
flight  of  steps  on  the  outside  of  the  building  would  be  sufficient,  and 
the  appropriation  of  $3,000  was  made  with  that  end  in  view.  Upon 
consultation  with  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  that  plan  was  abandoned, 
and  one  made  with  his  approval,  giving  a  staircase  within  the  build- 
ing, which  involved  an  addition  to  the  main  structure  and  the  requisite 
finish  which  such  an  addition  would  make.  Bids  have  been  received 
in  accordance  with  this  plan,  and  it  is  found  that  the  sum  of  $6,500 
will  be  required  in  excess  of  the  amount  authorized.  I  would,  there- 
fore, repeat,  that  if  it  is  deemed  desirable  to  proceed  with  the  work 
on  these  two  buildings,  $3,000  will  be  required  for  the  Austin  School- 
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house,  and  $6,500  for    the  Hancock  School-house,    both   amounts 
being  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated.

Kindergartens.    Submitted  the  toUowuig  report :  — 

According  to  the  requirements  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  the 
Committee  on  Kindergartens  respectfully  presents  the  following  re- 
port :  — ■ 

In  the  last  report  of  the  School  Board  it  is  stated  as  "the  expec- 
tation and  wish  of  the  committee,  that  it  may  prove  expedient  to 
establish  kindergartens,  like  primary  classes,  in  connection  with  each 
grammar  school  of  the  city."  With  this  purpose  in  view,  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  kindergartens  has  been  quite  as  rapid  as 
was  to  be  expected  during  the  first  year  of  the  adoption  of  the 
system.  Keceiving  from  Mrs.  Shaw  and  Mrs.  Tolman  fifteen 
kindergartens,  the  number  was  at  once  increased  to  nineteen,  with 
thirty-six  teachers,  and  during  the  3'ear  has  been  added  to  until  there 
are  at  present  twenty-four  kindergartens,  with  forty-six  teachers  and 
about  fifteen  hundred  children.  Little  change  has  been  made  in 
methods  and  plans  which  had  proved  so  efficient  in  private  hands, 
and,  in  organizing  new  kindergartens,  the  committee  has  been  most 
careful  to  place  only  teachers  of  experience  in  charge,  that  the 
original  high  standard  of  the  instruction  may  be  continued.  As  far 
as  practicable  the  kindergartens  are  subject  to  the  general  rules 
governing  all  the  schools,  and  are  under  the  care  and  direction  of 
the  principals  of  the  districts  in  which  they  are  placed. 

The  committee  is  still  indebted  to  Mrs.  Shaw  for  the  use  of  rooms 
for  two  kindergartens,  —  North  Bennett  street  and  lluggles  street. 
One  other  is  carried  on  in  Warren  Chapel,  and  one  in  Field  build- 
ing, Dorchester.  The  rest  are  all  in  regular  school  buildings  or  in 
rooms  belonging  to  the  city.  The  committee  is  quite  ready,  when  a 
new  appropriation  shall  liave  been  granted,  to  add  five  more  kinder- 
gartens to  the  present  number,  in  places  where  the  necessity  is  most 
urgent;  viz.,  South  Boston,  East  Boston,  Jamaica  Plain,  Dorchester 
Lower  Mills,  and  the  Comins  district.  As  the  kindergartens  become 
fully  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  public-school  system,  and  tlie  value 
of  the  instruction  becomes  better  known  to  the  average  parent,  the 
number  taking  advantage  of  it  will  undoubtedly  be   much  larger, 
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and  the  education  of  the  children  will,  in  every  school,  begin  with 
the  kindergarten.

Mrs,  Fifield,  for  the  Committee  on  Sewing, submitted  of^co^^J^f^teeon 
the  following  report :  —  Sewing. 

The  Committee  on  Sewing  respectfully  presents  the  following 
brief  report :  — 

While  manual  and  industrial  training  in  the  public  schools  is  still 
in  a  very  experimental  state,  the  art  of  sewing,  so  quietly  taught  for 
the  last  thirty-five  years,  holds  a  firm  and  well-established  place  in 
the  Grammar  sciiool  course,  and,  so  far  from  lessening  the  acquire- 
ments of  pupils  in  other  branches  of  school  work,  tends  to  increase 
their  interest  in  all  other  studies. 

The  neatness  and  great  simplicity  of  sewing,  interfering  very  little 
with  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  classes,  and,  above  all,  the  small 
expense  attending  it,  render  it  the  least  objectionable  of  any  form  of 
industrial  work,  M'hile  as  educational  training  it  is  certainly  next  to 
drawing  in  value. 

The  desire  for  its  introduction  into  the  upper  Grammar  classes  is 
constantly  increasing,  both  among  pupils  and  teachers,  showing  that 
the  results  are  valued,  and  that  it  does  not  encroach  too  much  upon 
the  time  allotted  to  other  branches  of  studj-.  The  committee  has  this 
year  extended  it  into  the  second  and  third  classes  in  the  Chapman 
and  Lyman  schools,  under  the  provisions  of  section  265  of  the  Reg- 
ulations. For  sufficient  reasons,  the  committee  allowed  sewing  to  be 
temporarily  dropped  from  the  Horace  Mann  School,  having  in  view 
a  change  in  the  plan  of  manual  work  when  the  new  building  is  com- 
pleted. A  consequent  reassignment  of  classes  to  various  teachers 
was  made  and  reported  to  the  Board,  Sept.  10,  1889.  The  resigna- 
tion of  Miss  Eliza  A.  Baxter,  one  of  the  sewirig  teachers  longest  in 
service,  took  effect  Sept.  1,  1889,  leaving  the  number  of  teachers 
now  employed  twenty-nine.  These  teachers  are  many  of  them  able 
and  efficient  instructors,  and  if  the  object  of  educational  training  is 
general  preparation  for  the  duties  of  life,  no  branch  of  our  school 
course  is  more  satisfactory  than  this.

The  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  whom  was  referred —  Sept.  10 
—  an  order  that  the  Committee  on  High  Schools  be  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  special  teacher  of  physics  in  the  Boys'  Latin  School,  v^ith  the 
rank  and  pay  of  master,  reported  that  upon  the  change  in  the  require- 
ments for  admission  to  Harvard  College,  it  became  necessary  in 
October,  1887,  to  appoint  a  special  teacher  of  physics  in  the  Boys' 
Latin  School.  The  Board,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  allowed 
the  appointment  of  this  extra  teacher  on  account  of  the  increased 
instruction  required,  and  because  the  number  of  teachers  allowed  by 
the  rules  was  insufficient  for  the  amount  of  instruction  demanded.  A 
special  salary  was  fixed  for  the  position.  The  difficulty  in  securing 
the  strongest  available  instructor  for  this  advanced  work  who  would 
be  willing  to  permanently  fill  the  position  at  the  salary  fixed  by  the 
Board,  soon  became  apparent  to  the  committee  in  charge.  The 
person  who  has  very  acceptably  filled  the  position  for  a  year  and  a 
half,  has  naturally  been  anxious  to  enter  upon  some  field  of  work 
■which  would  better  remunerate  him  for  his  labor.  This  he  has 
found,  and  the  committee  are  now  compelled  to  seek  his  successor. 
There  is  at  present  in  the  corps  of  instructors  ja  the  Latin  School 
one  who  is  specially  fitted  to  fill  the  position,  but  as  he  holds  the 
present  rank  of  master  he  cannot  accept  the  position,  at  a  reduced 
salary.  This  committee  are  convinced  that  an  additional  teacher 
should  be  allowed  to  the  school  on  account  of  the  increased  demands 
which  have  been  made  upon  it,  and  because  the  work  cannot  be  prop- 
erly done  by  the  number  of  teachers  allowed  by  the  rules.  The 
Board  has  recognized  the  necessity,  and  has  authorized  the  employ- 
ment of  a  special  teacher,  for  the  reasons  stated.  To  avoid  the 
necessity  for  repeated  explanations,  and  the  annual  passage  of  the 
required  orders,  and  to  enable  the  committee  in  charge  and  the  head- 
master to  so  assign  the  work  to  the  teachers  as  will  secure  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  present  high  standard  of  instruction  in  the  school, 
your  committee  recommend  that  the  Regulations  be  amended  so  as 
to  provide  for  the  permanent  appointment  of  an  additional  teacher  in 
the  school.     Thej'  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order;  —

School  Board  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  feasibility  and  cost  of  [See  pp.  124, 
providing  an  advanced  grade  of  education  in  connection  with  Bos-  "■"''  "'  "^ 
ton's  public-school  system,  such  advanced  grade  to  embrace  the 
curriculum  of  the  academic  studies  as  taught  at  Harvard  University  ; 
that  the  attention  of  the  School  Board  is  respectfully  called  to  the 
recent  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  in  effect,  that  the  power 
to  establish  such  and  all  grades  of  puhlic -school  education  is  dis- 
cretionary with  the  School  Board ;  that  in  consideration  of  the 
proposed  academic  course  the  Board  consider  especially  the  cost  of 
recitation  accommodations  and-  tutors,  irrespective  of  the  construc- 
tion of  any  college  or  buildings  in  connection  with  the  same,"  have 
carefully  considered  this  comnuinieation,  and  respectfully  report  as 
follows :  —  '  • 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Board  held  on  the  20th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1888,  a  communication,  substantially  the  same'  as  the  present 
one,  was  received  from  the  Common  Council,  was  referred  to  this 
committee,  and  having  been  carefully  and  duly  considered,  we- 
reported  to  this  Board,  at  its  meeting  held  May  14,  1889,  that,  in  our 
judgment,  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  attempt  the  establishment  of 
such  a  grade  of  studies  in  our  public  schools. 

In  the  report  then  submitted —  which  was  duly  transmitted  to  the 
Coriimon  Council  —  we  gave  two  reasons  for  the  conclusions  arrived 
at.  The  first :  we  could  not- understand  why  the  Common  Council- 
should  ask  us  to  '■'  consider  and  report  on  the  expediency  of  estab- 
lishing an  advanced  grade  of  studies  in  connection  with  Boston's 
system  of  public  schools,  said  advanced  grade  to  embrace  the  curric- 
ulum of  studies  at  present  provided  by  the  academic  course  at 
Harvard  College,"  while  our  most  unremitting  efforts, -and  our  most 
persistent  appeals,  repeated  over  and  over  and  over  again  during 
the  last  four  years,  could  not  obtain  from  the  City  Council  the  nec- 
essary accoujmodations  to  give  all  our  children  even  a  Grammar  and 
Primary  School  eilucation.  The  second:  we  had,  according  to  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  no  authority  of  law  for  furnish- 
ing what  is  called  a  "  university  course  of  instruction  "  in  our  public  , 
schools. 

As  the  City  Council  seems  somewhat  persistent  in  this  matter,  and 
doubtful  of  the  legal  soundness  of  the  position  taken  by  this  com- 
mittee, as  appears  by  the  present  communication  to  this  Board,  we 
take  the  liberty  to  say  that,  in  our  judgment,  the  opinion  of  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  referred  to  in  the  communication  now  before  us, 
does  not  justify  the  interpretation  given  it  by  the  City  Council. 

The  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  dated  March  2Gth  last, 
and  laid  before  the  Common  Council  on  the  28th  of  March,  expressly 
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states  tliat  we  have  no  authority  of  law  for  furnishing  what  is  called 
a  "university  course  of  instruction"  in  connection  with  our  public 
schools.  The  same  opinion  points  out  the  special  acts  of  the  Leg- 
islature which  were  found  necessary  to  authorize  instruction  in 
branches  outside  the  ordinary  course  of  studies  in  our  public  schools. 
And  here  we  beg  leave  to  say,  that  we  do  not  consider  that  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  dated  June  12,  1889,  differs  materi- 
ally from  his  opinion  dated  March  26,  1889,  or  that  either  opinion 
justifies  the  interpretation  of  the  City  Council. 

Even  if  we  had  the  power  to  establish  the  course  of  instruction  de- 
scribed in  the  communication  from  the  City  Council,  we  are  at  a  loss 
how,  in  the  "  consideration  of  the  proposed  academic  course,"  we 
are  to  "consider  especially  the  cost  of  recitation  accommodations 
and  tutors,  irrespective  of  the  construction  of  any  college  or  build- 
ings in  connection  with  the  same,"  unless  this  modern  Athens  should 
follow  strictly  the  example  of  the  ancient  Athens.  Ancient  Athens 
had  her  academia, — a  public  garden  or  grove, — where  Socrates, 
Plato,  Aristotle,  and  the  other  great  educators,  tutors,  and  philoso- 
phers, used  to  give  instruction  in  an  advanced  grade  of  studies  to 
their  pupils  and  disciples,  bare-headed,  in  the  open  air.  Now,  if  this 
modern  Athens  should  establish  the  university  curriculum  of  studies

The  undersigned  member  of  the  Text-Book  Committee  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  minority  report:  By  the  recommendation 
of  the  Text-Book  Committee,  and  by  vote  of  the  School  Board, 
Swinton's  Outlines  of  General  History  was  dropped  from  the  list  of 
text-books  in  use  in  the  Boston  schools  on  the  twelfth  day  of  June, 
1888,  and  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  the  same  month  the  Board  of 
Supervisors    unanimously    passed   the   following    recommendation: 
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"  That  Fisher's  Historj'  be  authorized  for  use  as  a  text-book  in  the 
High  Schools,  with  the  suggestion  that  the  publishers  furnish  it  in 
parts."  But  in  the  face  of  tiiis  recommendation,  the  School  Board 
voted  on  the  ninth  day  of  October,  1888,  to  put  an  old  history  under 
a  new  name  into  the  schools,  —  the  name  of  tlie  new  history  being 
Anderson's  "  New  General  History."  Plato  advised  the  citizens  of 
his  republic  to  do  "  everywhere  and  at  all  times  the  best."  Boston 
cannot  afford  to  do  less.  Anderson's  History  is  not  the  best.  Out 
of  date  in  its  plan,  unsatisfactory  in  its  arrangement,  grossly  inac- 
curate, and  notoriously  incomplete,  it  is  not  creditable  to  this  Board 
to  ccmtinue  the  book  longer  in  tiie  public  schools.  The  recommen- 
dation of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  one  year  ago,  the  expressed 
conviction  of  the  Text-Book  Conmiittee  about  the  same  time,  the 
recognized  scholarship  of  Professor  George  P.  Fisher,  author  of  the 
"  Outlines  of  Universal  History,"  induce  me  to  dissent  from  the  re- 
port of  a  majority  of  the  Text-Book  Committee,  and  to  recommend 
the  orders  referred  be  adopted  by  the   School   Board.

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  con- 
vention of  delegates,  representing  the  women  voters  of  Boston,  held 
at  the  Meionaon,  Tremont  Temple,  Saturday,  Nov.  2,  1889. 

Whereas,  we  have  waited  in  vain  for  the  school  board  to  take 
action  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  a  History,  placed  in  our  schools  a 
year  ago,  by  sectarian  influence;  having  carefully  considered  the 
excuses  offered  by  members  of  the  Board  for  delay;  being  also 
fully  sensible  of  the  difficulties  under  which  the  Text-Book  Commit- 
tee labor  to  find  a  substitute  History,  which  will  be  approved  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  board,  we  are  unwilling  to  have  our  children 
study  a  History  which  is  inadequate  and  untruthful  in  its  statement 
of  facts,  Therefore  resolved 

That  we,  the  representatives  of  the  women  voters  of  Boston,  in 
convention  assembled,  censure  the  Text- Book  Committee  for  their 
delay  in  giving  a  report. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  minority  report  submitted  by  Mr.  Allen.

Gentlemen,  —  The    new    language,   Voiapiik,    invented     by  the 
'  German,  Schleyer,  and  given  to  the  world  about  ten  years  ago,  has 

now  passed  beyond  the  point  of  mere  experiment,  and  is  a  living, 
spoken  tongue.  It  does  not  take  the  place  of  any  of  the  languages 
now  existing,  and  it  was  never  intended  that  it  should ;  it  serves  as 
an  easy  means  of  communication  between  all  nations  of  the  earth. 
Text-books  have  been  prepared  in  all  important  modern  languages, 
including  the  Chinese  and  Japanese,  and  already  the  literature  of 
Voiapiik  comprises  a  list  of  more  than  a  thousand  volumes.  Thou- 
sands of  people  can  to-day  write  easily  in  the  language,  and  many 
can  speak  it  readily.  At  the  last  Voiapiik  congress,  held  in  Paris,  in 
August  of  this  year,  there  were  present  representatives  from  thirteen 
different  countries,  and  all  the  deliberations  were  carried  on  in  Voia- 
piik. Thirty-three  magazines  are  regularly  published  in  support  of 
the  language,  and  it  has  been  adopted  as  a  means  of  intercommuni- 
cation by  many  of  the  leading  scientific  societies  of  the  world,  in- 
cluding, notably,  the  French  Geographical  Society  and  the  Royal 
Philological  Society  of  London. 

But  aside  from  its  use  as  a  means  of  social  correspondence,  which 
indeed,  has  now  become  enormous,  the  greatest  practical  use  of  Voia- 
piik consists  in  its  perfect  adaptation  to  the  needs  of  the  commercial 
world.  Already  hundreds  of  business  houses  in  England  and  on  the 
continent  of  Europe  advertise  themselves  as  being  prepared  to  carry 
on  correspondence  in  Voiapiik,  and  that  example  is  being  followed 
by  not  a  few  in  this  and  other  countries.  Voiapiik  is  so  easy  of 
acquisition  that  the  average  young  man  or  woman  can,  in  the  course 
of  eight  or  ten  lessons,  gain  a  sutficient  knowledge  of  it  to  be  able 
to  translate  the  ordinary  business  correspondence  of  commercial 
houses.  Many  of  the  pupils  in  our  Evening  Schools  are  clerks  or 
book-keepers,  and  very  properly  wish  to  pursue  those  branches  which 
will  prove  to  be  of  the  greatest  practical  value  to  them  in  their  work. 
Many  of  them  take  up  the  study  of  the  modern  languages ;  but  it 
is  manifestly  impossible  for  them,  in  the  course  of  a  single  winter, 
to  gain  a  sufficient  familiarity  with  these  languages  to  be  able  to  use 
them  in  practical  correspondence,  even  should  there  be  a  demand  for 
such  work.  Voiapiik,  on  the  other  hand,  could  be  acquired  easily 
by  the  average  pupil,  in  the  course  of  two  or  three  months,  and  by 
very  many  in  a  much  shorter  time;  and,  moreover,  it  alone  throws 
open  the  doors  of  the  whole  world,     Your  petitioners  are  in  daily 
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correspondence  with  people  in  almost  all  the  important  countries  of 
the  globe. 

But  looking  at  the  subject  as  a  matter  of  study,  it  can  be  demon- 
strated, we  firmly  believe,  that  quite  as  much  mental  drill  is  derived 
from  the  study  of  VolapUk  as  is  afforded  by  any  of  the  modern 
tongues. 

Believing  these  statements  to  be  within  the  facts,  the  undersigned, 
a  Committee  of  the  Volapiik  Club  of  Boston,  would  respectfully  peti- 
tion your  honorable  body,  tliat  a  room  be  set  apart  two  or  three 
evenings  a  week,  whether  in  the  High  School  building,  or  in  one  of 
the  elementary  school  buildings,  in  which  this  study  may  be  taught. 
The  Volapiik  Club  will  provide  teachers  for  such  pupils  as  shall  be 
gathered  there,  without  expense  to  the  city,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  whole  conduct  of  the  classes  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  School  Committee,  who  shall  be  requested  to  hold,  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  an  examination  in  business  and  social  corre- 
spondence, in  order  to  test  the  proficiency  of  the  pupils  and  the 
value  of  the  language.  This  work  will  be  cheerfully  undertaken  by 
the  members  of  the  club,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  matter 
clearly  before  the  School  Committee,  in  order  that  in  the  future  there 
may  be  good  ground  for  judgment  as  to  the  advisability  of  placing 
Volapiik  in  the  regular  list  of  studies  for  the  Boston  Evening  Schools.

to  Animals.  successfully  carried  out.     In  accordance  with  this  request  the  Board 

ofoi^^^    '        of  Supervisors  submitted  the  following  report,  containing  arguments 

against  the  award  of  prizes  to  pupils  in  the  public  schools. 

This  report  contains  so  much  of  general  interest  to  the  Board  on 

the  subject  of  awarding  prizes  to  pupils,  that  it  is  given  in  full. 

BoAKD  OP  Supervisors,  Oct.  18,  1889. 
To  ihe  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  :  — 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  having  considered  the  two  propositions 
of  Mr.  Angell,  as  requested  by  you,  reports  as  follows  :  — 

The  evils  attending  the  offering  and  awarding  of  prizes  in  the 
public  schools  led  some  years  ago  to  the  abolition  of  the  medal  sys- 
tem in  the  Grammar  Schools.  The  practice  of  the  School  Committee 
has  since  been  to  give  to  faithfulness  its  natural  reward,  a  reward 
which  is  open  to  every  pupil  and  may  be  gained  by  every  pupil. 
There  has  been  no  weighing  of  merits  as  between  one  pupil  and 
another,  but  all  who  reached  a  proper  standard  in  the  performance 
of  their  tasks  have  received  like  consideration.  Occasions  for  rival- 
ries, jealousies,  and  disappointments  have  thus  been  removed.  Tlie 
wisdom  of  this  arrangement  can  hardly  be  called  in  question.  The 
awarding  of  prizes  seems  also  to  be  in  opposition  to  the  spirit  of 
Section  227  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  forbids  teacliers  to 
award  diplomas  or  prizes  to  their  pupils.     For  a  humane  purpose  — 
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-a  purpose  which  all  must  commend  —  it  is  now  proposed  to  present 
certain  prizes.  The  first,  as  contained  in  the  third  request,  is  a 
money  offer  for  certain  l)est  essays  on  the  kind  treatment  of  the 
lower  animals;  and  the  second,  as  in  the  fourth  request,  a  bound 
volume  of  '*  Our  Dumb  Animals,"  and  a  silver  or  a  gold-plated  badge 
of  the  American  Band  of  Mercy,  to  that  pupil  in  each  public  school- 
room in  Boston  who,  for  the  coming  three  winter  months,  shall  be 
most  distinguished  for  general  kindness. 

Perhaps  pupils  migiit,  on  a  single  occasion,  compete  for  such 
a  prize  as  the  first  without  great  evil  result.  The  general  interest 
awakened  in  the  subject  would  in  many  ways  prove  beneficial.  But 
the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  more  healthful  interest  can  be 
excited  in  some  other  way.  It  is  urged,  also,  that  if  a  prize  is 
offered  for  a  particular  purpose,  the  question  may  arise,  Wh}'  may 
not  prises  be  offered  for  other  purposes?  It  is  thought,  therefore,  to 
be  safer  not  to  open  the  door  for  the  entrance  of  the  prize  motive, 
even  though  it  comes  in  the  namt;  of  a  great  and  good  cause.  To 
offering  the  second  prize,  —  that  for  general  kindness,  —  other  and 
graver  objections  are  suggested.  It  is  possible  to  judge  of  the 
comparative  worth  of  a  number  of  essays,  if  no  attempt  is  made  to 
ascertain  to  what  extent  they  are  respectively  the  work  of  the  pupils 
presenting  them.  Essays  are  distinct  productions,  can  be  examined 
again  and  again,  and  fairly  characterized.  But  how  can  the  "  general 
kindness  "  of  each  of  fifty  pupils  in  a  given  school-room  be  definitely 
ascertained,  scrutinized,  and  weighed?  Most  teachers  would  cer- 
tainly shrink  from  deciding  which  pupil  had  shown  himself  most  noted 
ft)r  this  quality.  It  is  the  pupils,  however,  who  are  to  make  the  deci- 
sion ;  and  it  must  be  called  to  mind  that  they,  in  respect  to  each 
other,  are  in  different  degrees  of  intimacy.  Their  association  in 
home-life  and  in  play-life  is  very  limited.  How  is  it  possible  for 
them  to  decide  which  one  of  their  number  has  been  most  distin- 
guished for  kindness  during  three  months.  Their  votes  can  hardly 
fail  to  be  influenced  by  acquaintance  and  friendship. 

Possibly  the  competing  for  such  prizes  may  lead  to  the  practice  of 
reporting  at  school  by  the  pupils  themselves  the  deeds  of  kindness 
done.  Would  it  be  wise  to  encourage  the  relating  of  one's  own 
good  deeds  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  personal  credit?  Would  not 
such  a  practice  tend  to  develop  conceit,  if  not  to  lead  to  deceit? 
Dickens'  advice,  "Boys,  do  all  the  good  you  can,  and  make  no 
fuss  about  it,"  has  certainly  a  more  healthy  tone. 

If  there  is  any  one  thing  more  than  another  which  marks  what  is 
termed  the  "new  education,"  itis  the  leading  to  such  self-activity  as 
tends  to  the  development  of  the  whole  nature  of  the  child.     It  uses 
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the  lower  range  of  motives  when  it  must,  but  it  never  sacrifices  the 
intellectual  to  the  pliysical,  or  the  moral  to  either. 

It  must  be  seen,  at  once,  that  the  offering  of  prizes  for  right  de- 
portment does  not  bring  tlie  moral  nature  into  activity.  It  may 
quicken  the  intellect  to  a  knowledge  of  the  things  to  be  done  or  not 
done,  and  lead  a  few  pupils  to  endeavor  to  conform  their  conduct  to 
certain  rules;  but  tlie  underlying  motive  is  a  selfish  one.  As  a  life 
motive,  it  more  often  works  evil  than  igood.  It  never  can  lift  chil- 
dren or  men  to  the  standard  of  the  golden  rule. 

With  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Angell  to  save  the  lower  animals  from  un- 
necessary suffering,  to  eliminate  cruelty  from  the  human  disposition, 
the  Board  is  in  full  sj'mpathy.  The  great  work  he  has  done  and  is 
doing  is  gratefully  recognized.  The  desire  to  cooperate  with  him  is 
so  strong  that  there  is  reluctance  in  coming  into  this  seeming  oppo- 
sition to  him.  The  opposition  is  certainly  not  in  purpose  or  spirit, 
but  only  in  reference  to  the  application  of  educational  principles. 

The  humane  leaflets  distributed  in  the  public  schools  have  been 
used  to  good  purpose,  especially  in  the  lower  classes ;  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  distribution  is  to  be  continued,  and  the 
copies  of  "  Our  Dumb  Animals  "  are  to  be  presented  to  the  schools 
mentioned.  Instead  of  the  prizes  offered,  the  Board  suggests  that 
more  good  might  be  accomplished  by  presenting  to  each  room  in  the 
Grammar  Schools  a  copy  of  "  Our  Dumb  Animals,"  such  copy  to  be 
used  freely  by  pupils  as  opportunity  offered ;  and  the  same  to  each 
first-class  room  of  the  Primary  Schools.  A  set  of  books  of  the  nature 
of  "Firth's  Voices  for  the  Speechless"  might  be  added  to  the  per-- 
manent  supply  of  supplementary  reading  in  the  Grammar  Scliools,  if 
approved  by  the  Text-Book  Committee.  Pictures  illustrative  of  hu- 
mane deeds,  and  calculated  to  quicken  a  kindly  spirit,  might  be  pre- 
sented to  the  primary  class  rooms. 

These  are  simply  suggested  as  some  of  the  ways  in  which  the 
money  proposed  to  be  appropriated  might  be  spent  to  greater  advan- 
tage, and  with  no  ill  results. 

Mr.  Angell's  distribution  of  humane  literature  in  the  schools  will 
naturally  keep  the  subject  of  general  kindness  before  teachers  and 
pupils.  What  is  read  and  talked  about  will,  in  the  regular  line  of 
school  work,  be  reproduced.  All  the  pupils  above  the  lowest  primary 
class  will,  therefore,  write  compositions  upon  topics  or  incidents  that 
would  be  embraced  under  that  head.  Pupils  in  advanced  classes 
might  be  led  to  write  more  extended  essays,  and  to  put  their  heart  in 
-the  work.  Thus,  instead  of  a  merely  temporary  interest  awakened 
in  a  few  pupils,  there  will  be  a  steady  recognition  of  the  humane 
principles  the  society  Mr.  Angell  represents  is  so  earnest  in  inculcat-

ing,   and  which   can   hardly  fail,   under  tlie  influence  of  a  loving 
teacher,  of  shaping  the  life. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  therefore,  recommends  that  no 
prizes,  as  suggested,  be  offered  in  the  public  schools ;  also,  that 
there  be  a  conference  with  Mr.  Angell  in  regard  to  the  best  means  of 
accomplishing  the  purpose  he  has  in  view.

In  accordance  with  chapter  4,  section  49,  of  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, the  Committee  on  Music  is  to  make  a  written  report  to  the 
Board  in  September.  If  your  committee  presents  such  an  annual 
report  so  much  later  than  prescribed  by  the  rules,  it'  offers  as  an  ex- 
cuse for  the  delay  the  following  reasons  :  — 

When  at  the  beginning  of  the  j^ear  the  Committee  on  Music  had 
been  appointed,  it  was  found  that  three  members  of  the  same  were 
recruits,  and  had  first  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  subject 
before  they  could  think  of  continuing  the  work  which  the  Committee 
on  Music  of  the  previous  year  had  lined  out 'in  its  masterly  written 
report.  Matters  became  still  more  confused  when  in  the  spring  of 
this  year  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Gerald  Griffin,  so'  sud- 
denly and  unexpectedly  met  with  his  death,  and  when  another  mem- 
ber, Miss  Laliah  B.  Pingree,  begged  to  be  excused  from  serving  on 
it.  More  than  two  months  passed  until  the  place  of  the  late  Mr. 
Griffin  was  filled  again,  and  the  Committee  on  Music  was  recon- 
structed. When  the  new  committee  met,  it  was  found  that  again 
'three  of  its  members  were  new  men;  that  the  fourth,  although  one  of 
the  oldest  members  of  the  Board,  had  never  served  on  that  com- 
mittee; and  that  the  fifth  member  alone  could  be  relied  upon  for| 
information,  inasmuch  as  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  committee 
before. 

By  that  time  the  schools  were  closed  for  the  summer  vacation,  and 
the  Board  had  adjourned  its  session  for  the  two  summer  months. 

Scarcely  had  the  members  of  the  Board  assembled  in  the  fall  to 
begin  afresh  the  work,  when  the  Committee  on  Music  received  the 
j-esignation  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Sharland,  one  of  the  ablest  instrtictors  of 
music  that  have  ever  served  the  City  of  Boston.  His  resignation 
having  been  unconditional,  your  committee  felt  obliged  to  accept  it, 
*■'  and  again  passed  a  few  months  in  suspense  until  a  new  instructor  of 

Music  was  found  and  elected. 

Under  such  unfavorable  conditions  it  became  impossible  for  your 
committee  both  to  report  at  the  specified  time  and  to  give  an  account 
of  what  it  had  been  doing.     Neither  could  it  propose  or  recommend 
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any  steps  that  were  to  be  taken  in  order  to  improve  the  department 
that  was  placed  under  their  special  care.  As  a  mere  matter  of  form 
your  committee  presents,  therefore,  the  following  report: — - 

The  study  of  music  in  our  public  schools  is  conducted  under  the 
supervision  of  five  special  instructors,  who  all  stand  alike  in  rank,  and 
who  all  are  not  alone  excellent  musicians,  experts  in  the  art  of  teaching 
music,  but  men  who  are  faithful  and  enthusiastic  in  their  work.  One 
of  them  teaches  singing  in  all  4he  High  Schools,  the  other  four  have 
each  a  district  composed  of  a  number  of  Grammar  and  Primary 
Schools  assigned  to  theiu,  in  Avhich  they  both  teach  and  instruct  the 
teachers  how  to  teach  singing  in  their  absence.  After  Mr.  Sharland 
had  resigned,  Mr.  Henry  G.  Carey  was  appointed  by  your  committee 
to  fill  his  place,  and  Mr.  Leonard  B.  Marshall,  the  newly  elected 
member  of  tlie  musical  force,  was  directed  to  teach  in  the  district  now 
having  become  vacant  through  the  promotion  of  Mr.  Carey.  It  had, 
furthermore,  been  found  that  the  district  lines  had  become  somewhat 
confiised  in  course  of  time,  and  that  two  teachers  were  sometimes 
teaching  in  the  same  neighborhood,  while  another  had  to  travel 
several  miles  before  he  could  reach  a  school  of  which  he  was  in 
charge.  The  musical  instructors  gladly  consenting,  some  slight 
changes  were  made.  The  Brimmer  District  was  given  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Mason,  in  exchange  for  some  schools  in  the  Eighth  Division,  which 
had  been  under  his  care.  These  latter  were  assigned  to  Mr.  McLaugh- 
lin, in  exchange  for  the  Franklin  and  Sherwin  Districts,  which  were 
given  in  charge  of  Mr.  Marshall.  The  district  of  Mr.  Hosea  E.  Holt 
has  been  left  untouched,  partly  because  his  schools  are  situated  in 
one  and  the  same  part  of  the  city,  partly  because  he  is  endeavoring 
therein  to  demonstrate  the  superiority  of  the  Normal  Music  (.-ourse 
over  others,  and  the  time  when  the  test  is  to  be  made  lias  not  yet 
expired. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Music,  under  date  of  Dec.   12, 

1888,  has   been  so    exhaustive   that  your   committee  of   1889  finds 

nothing  to  add  to  it.

Out  of  date  in  its  plan, 

unsatisfactory  in  its  arrangement,  grossly  inaccurate  and  notoriously 

incomplete,  it  is  not  creditable  to  this  Board  to  continue  the  book 

longer  in  the  public  schools.     The  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors  one  year  a,s;o,  the  expressed  conviction  of  the  Text-Book 
Committee  about  the  same  time,  the  recognized  scholarsliip  of  Pro-

For  some  tune  previous  to  that  year,  considerable  agita- 
tion had  been  made  by  the  sub-masters,  and  requests  had 
been  made  to  the  School  Committee  that  the  grades  of 
first  and  second  sub-masters  should  be  discontinued,  and 
sub-masters  throughout  the  city  should  be  accorded  an 
equal  opportunity  in  competing  for  vacant  masterships, 
and  many  instances  of  injustice  were  cited  that  had 
occurred  through  the  misfortune  of  vacancies  occurring, 
and  promotions  being  made,  from  the  immediate  school 
rather  than  from  some  other  district ;  althougii  others 
might  by  reason  of  meritorious  work  and  a  long  terra  of 
service  be  entitled  to  the  first  consideration.  Acting  on  the 
request  of  the  sub-masters  (which  was  practically  unani- 
mous) the  present  system  was  adopted  ;  the  sub-masters 
now  beintr  ranked  accordin»'  to  their  term  of  service  and 
competency  as  instructors,  the  old  grade  having  been 
entirely  abolished. 

During  the  current  year  an  order  was  adopted  by  the 
Schoul  Board,  requiring  the  Supervisors  to  place  at  the 
head  of  the  list  of  sub-masters,  ten  of  those  whom  thev 
regarded  as  the  most  competent  candidates  for  the  posi- 
tion of  master,  should  a  vacancy  occur,  for  the  purposes 
of  j)romotion.

Deak  Sir,  —  I  have  received  your  letter  referring  to  section  3+,  t'^^'-l'ooks. 
chapter  44,  of  the  Piihlic  Statutes,  Avhich  provivles  iliat  "a  change 
may  be  made  in  the  fichool  books  used  in  the  public  schools  in  a 
town,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  school  committee  tliereof, 
at  a  meeting  of  said  committee,  notice  of  such  iiitended  change  hav- 
ing been  given  at  a  previous  meeting,"  and  inquiring  :  — 

"  1st.  Wliether  or  not,  in  order  to  legally  accomplish  such  a 
change  of  a  school  hook,  it  is  necessary  that  it  a])pear  by  the  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  School  Committee  that  the  change  was 
voted  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  committee? 

*'2d.  Whether  or  not,  if  sucli  change  is  bronglit  about  by  vote, 
dropping  a  scliool  book  from  the  list  of  books  autiiorized,  and  then, 
by  a  subsequent  vote,  adopting  another  book  on  the  same  subject  in 
its  stead,  it  is  necessary  that  it  should  appear  by  the  records  of  the 
School  Committee  that  either  or  both  such  votes  were  passed  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  School  Committee?" 

This  first  question  is  answered,  I  think,  by  the  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  in  Morrison  v.  Lawrence,  08  Mass.  219, 
and  otiier  cases.  The  question  in  that  case  was,  whether  an  order 
appropriating  money,  wldch,  by  the  statute  [to  be- valid],  must  be 
passed  by  "  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  branch  of 
the  City  Council  present  and  voting  by  yea  and  nay,"  could  be  shown 
by  other  evidence  than  the  record,  to  have  been  in  fact  passed  by 
such  two-thirds  vote.  It  was  decided  that  it  could  not.  The  Court 
said  :  "  The  only  competent  evidence  of  such  authority  is  to  be  found 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council,  kept  according  to  the  provi- 
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sioiis  of  law."  "Parol  evidence  was  inadniissil)le  to  prove  any  acts  or 
Ijroceedinsrs  of  the  City  Council,  or  that  the  record  of  such  proceed- 
ings, as  kept  by  the  clerk,  was  erroneous  or  defective." 

The  case  of  the  American  Tui)e  Works  v.  Boston  Machine  Co., 
139  Mass.  10,  is  to  the  same  effect,  — tliat  where  tlie  statute  requires 
for  the  jiassage  of  a  vote,  a  two-thirds  or  tliree-fourths  vote  of  the 
persons  voting,  it  must  appear  affirmatively  by  the  record  that  it  was 
jiassed  by  such  vote,  or  it  will  not  be  valid.  The  Court  says  :  "It  is 
essential  to  the  validity  of  the  vote  that  this  fact  shall  appear  of 
record." 

"J'lie  answer  to  your  first  question,  therefore,  is,  that  it  is  necessary 
that  the  requisite  vote  of  the  School  Committee,  making  a  change  in  a 
text-book,  should  appear  by  the  record. 

I  think  that  the  above  ansM'er  furnishes  also  the  answer  to  your 
second  question,  especially  if  the  book  proposed  to  be  dropped,  or 
disused,  is  in  a  course  of  study  or  instruction  which,  by  law,  must  be 
taught  in  such  schools.  The  changing  of  a  text-book  involves  two 
acts  or  steps,  —  one  discontinuing  the  use  of  one  book,  the  other 
adopting  the  use  Of  another  book;  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  statute 
quoted  can  be  evaded,  or  its  object  defeated,  simply  by  taking  one 
step  or  act,  at  one  time,  and  the  other  at  another  tiuie,  or  by  resolv- 
ing the  question  into  two  questions.  If  the  purpose  of  the  disuse  of 
one  book  is,  at  some  future  time,  to  take  up  another  in  its  place,  [as 
may  be  presumed  to  be  the  case  in  studies  which,  by  the  statute,  are 
compulsory,]  it  is  my  opinion  that  both  the  steps  or  elements  of  the 
act  of  changing  a  school  book  nmst  be  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of  the 
whole  committee,  and  that  it  must  so  appear  in  and  by  the  records  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  committee.

Tlic  Speeiiil  Committee,  to  wliom  was  referred — Dec.  10 — the 
petition  signed  by  Walter  J.  Gadsbj%  M.  B.  Bunker,  and  three 
others,  concerning  the  transfer  of  their  children  from  the  Munroe- 
street  Primary  School,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  heard  the 
petitioners  and  have  carefully  considered  the  subject. 

The  lieguiations  of  the  PrituMi-y  Schools  provide  as  follows  :  — 

Sect.  'il7.  Cliildren  shall  be  admitted  to  tiiose  schools  which  are 
the  most  convenient  for  them  to  attend,  and  for  wiiich  they  are  quali- 
fied, provided  sucli  schools  are  not  already  full ;  and  in  all  cases  of 
doubt  or  difiicuhy,  in  respect  to  the  admission  of  pupils,  the  teacher 
shall  apply  to  the  principal  for  advice  and  direction.  Teachers  of  the 
lowest  class,  with  the  permission  of  the  Division  Committee,  may 
decline  to  receive  pupils  after  the  eighth  week  following  the  first 
Monday  of  P'ebruary  or  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  or  when- 
ever the  number  of  pupils  shall  exceed  fifiy-six;  but  a  record  shall 
be  kept  by  each  teacher  of  the  names  and  i  esidence  of  all  applicants 
who,  have  been  refused  admission,  so  that  Division  Committees  may 
know  the  number  of  children  requiring  school  accommodations. 
Applicants  sliall   be  admitted  in  the  order  of  application. 

It  appears  that  in  Roxbury  it  has  been  the  custom  to  fix  arbitrary 
boundary  lines  in  the  matter  of  sending  pupils  to  Primary  Schools. 
If  any  error  was  committed  in  this  case  it  was  in  adhering  to   this 
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custom  instead  of  following  the  above  section,  which,  in  tlie  judg. 
merit  of  tliis  committee,  it  is  always  best  to  follow,  and  which  has 
worked  well  in  other  parts  of  the  ciiy. 

At  this  time,  so  near  the  closing  of  the  year,  we  think  it  would  be 
impracticable  to  attempt  any  new  adjustment  of  the  matter.  The 
committee,  therefore,  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  no  further 
action  in  the  matter  is  necessary  by  this  Board.
